in extensive msnufecturing and denecly-popeiated towns, as weil as to re- 

lieving the inhabitants in the viciaity of alkali, lead, and copper works, 
from inhaling the deleterious and noxices gases and vapours evolved du- 
ting the process of making sulphate of soda, and of extracting lead and

the town of Leeds, and the parties who had the conduct of that 
measere very wisely and properly inserted a clause compelling the manu- 
facturers to cousame, purify, or condense the smoke gererated in their 
furnaces—a boon to the town which every inhabitant must appreciate, since 
it bas been ascertained that the air of Leeds is daily contaminated, and 
highly charged, with the smoke emitted from 1500 furnace flucs and en- 
gine chimneys. This, together with other causes, induced several partics 
te take cut patents for remedying the evil, most of which have proved 
either inefficient in principle or too expensive for general adoption. Messrs. 
Hedley end Rodham, of Newcastle-apoa-Tyne, have, however, patented 
en invention which has entirely overcome every difficulty. The simplicity 
of their plan is not more remarkable than its complete efficiency, and it 
cannot fail of being brought rapidly into general use. The apparatus 
consists of « series of ascending and descending flees, so connected with 
each other that the gases, smoke, and fumes arising from one or more 
fires, stoves, or furnaces, are made to pass through them, and thea the 
perifed products are evolved from the chimney, or vent ; and the flues 
are eo arranged that streams or showers of eater are caused to descend, 
end mix with the gases, smoke, and fames, in the descending flues, by 
which means they are washed and forced downwards. In the ascending 


flees no water is used, and the gases, smoke, and fumes, freely ascend, | 


without any interruption, which they would not do if they were opposed 
by water falling upon them in their upward course ; jets of water may also 
be throws upon the vapours from the sides of the descending flues. The 
geees, fame, and emoke, become condensed in their descent, the deposit 
matter being collected ia tanks below. The apparatus is applicable to alj 
works end manufactories where smoke is generated, or where mineral, 
metallic, or other noxious matters are evolved into the atmosphere. The 
muriatic gas produced ia the manufacture of alkali, and also the arsenious 
and other vapours arising from smelting and refining lead and copper ores, 
which are so deleterious to the health of the workmen, and the vegetation 
of the adjacent country, are entirely condensed by this process, and in toe 
latter cases the metallic matter, which usually escapes into the atmosphere 
with the smoke and vapour, is wholly recovered. The apparatus bes re- 
ceutly been attached to a reverberatory-furnace, and is now in full opers- 
tion at the lead works of Messrs. Walker, Parker, and Co., Low Elewick, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne. At these works carbonaceous smoke and gases, 
loaded with bead fume, were evolved in great quantities. By the applica- 
tien of this invention the smoke ts entirely purified, and the whole of the 
metallic particles in the fume are deposited in the reservoirs below, which, 
to lead and copper smelters, is of the utmost importance, as all the lead 
that, under the common process of smelting, escapes as fume (estimated, 
at the least, at one-fourth part of that raised from the mines on which la. 
bour has been bestowed), is brought back to the furnace, and, in the emelt- 
ing of copper, the whole of the destructive effects of the fumes are arrested 
and destroyed. It is found, at the lead works to which allusion has just 
been made, that the consumption of fuel is one-half less than under the 
old system, and this alone ls a very considerable saving. The furnace, at 
the same time, works more regularly, and, owing to the steadiness of the 
dreaght, the lead produced is more abundant, and of softer quality. It is |

Taxsavean Macuiwe von Rassine ano Lowzaine Mineas.—Og 
Saturday last a great nember of persons sesembled at Tresavean Mine, 
for the purpose of witnessing the working of the new machine just erected 
for raising and lowering winers. This machine, which is the inventicg 
of Capt. Michael Loam, who bas also superintended its erection, is a very 
cumple contrivance, being formed of two perpendicular rods of wood, hav. 
ing projections about twelve feet spart, upon which each man ascending 
on descending stands. In the rods are placed long iron handles, whick 
the men ley bold of with the greatest ease. As one rod descends the other 
ascends, and, at every alternate step, there is « slight check, which affords 
sullicieat time to enable the person travelling to remove from ope to the 
other. The movement of these rods enables a man to travel at about 
eleven fathoms a winute, but the speed can be regulated according to the 
wishes of the men, by a man who is in constant attendance upon the en. 
giae. At present the speed preferred by the men is shout three strokes 
of the engine, or twelve fath per The machine worked 
wirably, and not the slightest aceideot occurred through the day, nor 
it seem likely, that, with care, any accident could cccer, At 
o'clock 100 miners, in their working dresses, and each with a candle ie 
his hat, went down the shaft by the new contsivance for the first time, te 
sce how it worked. The men were delighted with it, and say, that rather 
than ageia come up by the old system they would prefer waitiog an hour 
or two for the working of the machine, bet, if any of (he men object te 
using the machine, the ladders are left for them, and on those they may 
climb away to their heart's content.
